Since the 
Secretary closed the door to a ne- 
gotiated peace, the colonies fought 
England. and won independence. 

How different the course of 
events might have been had Hill 
taken a liking to Franklin, his 
fellow-Englishman, at the Hills- 
borough fireside in that winter of 
1771! + Hill’s ugly attitude cost 
his king the loveliest jewel in his 
crown.

Where do we go from there? 

The district has an option to 
buy a 13-acre parcel of land just 
south of the present campus on 
which it can build eight more 
classrooms. It will cost $136,000 
in district funds, which will call 
in an additional $299,000 in state 
vid funds for the necessary expan- 
sion. This iccludes 8 classrooms and 
site improvement on the 13 acres, 
This is for the future and will be 
done only as district assessed val- 
uation and bonding capacity in- 
creases with growth.
